A GREAT NEED 


A dispatch from Boston declares that the Scot- 


tish Kite Masons were discussing, in coTnTniff.ee at 
the annual meeting of the Supreme Council, a pro- 
posal to train each year a considerable number of 
young men and women for leadership in American 
government. There is no department of life where 
a thorough training and preparation are more needed 
than in our government, state and national. Those; 
who are most thoroughly trained and are best pre- j 
pared are not putting their time, as a rule, into gov- 


• eminent. Many of them are in our institutions of I 
learning teaching the rudiments to the beginners or 
developing it to the more advanced students. 


Under our system of government, and "geograph- 


ical patriotism" the service of many able people is 
lost to the government because they may be living in 
a locality where the majority do not agree with them 
and they cannot become a candidate for a position in 
another locality because there has grown up the idea, 
that the first obligation of citizens is to stand by a na- 
tive son. And yet corporations and individuals em- 
ploy men on their merits, and if services were needed 
in Chicago of a certain type and the man best fitted 
for that position was found to live in Xew York or 
San Francisco, he would unhesitatingly be employed 
and the institutions interests advanced thereby. 


England applies this same principle to the elec- 


tive office of Member of Parliament. A man may 
have been born in Wales, reared in London, but he can 
stand for a constituency in Edinburgh, and if he is a 
man of merit he will win. The fact that his home is 
in London doesn't militate against him in the least. 
For instance, the great commoner, William E. Glad- 
stone was born in Liverpool. He was returned the 
first time for public office from Xewark. 
Later 


he lived in London and was returned 
later 


from South Lancashire^ and when he lost his seat there 
in 1868 he was returned to Greenwich. Finally up 
until the time of his retirement he represented the 
District of Midlothian in Scotland.

PLACING THE RESPONSIBILITY 


Most of the people of this country do not appre- 


ciate the importance of the question'of what nation 
or in what proportion any nation was guilty of start- 
ing the World War. Of course, it has been impressed 
upon us that Germany was entirely responsible and 
that no other nation was. This has been a matter of 
serious debate and dispute from the beginning. It is 
important because the Treaty of Versailles was based 
entirely upon the theory of Germany's exclusive guilt. 
The reparations which she was obligated to pay by 
that Treaty, her lost colonies, and the occupation of 
the Ruhr by the French, all a part of the carrying out 
of that Treaty, forces the question of guilt as the 
main issue. 


Professor Harry Elmer Barnes of Smith College, 


in the Current History magazine for May of this 
year, urges that Austria, Eussia and France were all 
more responsible than Germany for the outbreak of 
jhe war. In the same magazine, a month later, a 
number of American historians expressed substantial 
agreement with Professor Barnes. This is becoming 
more important now as it will be recalled that Fore- 
ign Minister Stressemann of Germany has held a 
conference protesting against the war guilt as charges 
the Versailles Treaty. 


Time is a great settling factor. On matters of 


importance you can trust the truth to finally make it- 
self known. No treaty that is founded upon untruth 
or injustice can permanently endure. It simply bears 
the seed of further trouble. It is very unfortunate that 
the League of Nations should have been so insepar- 
ably connected with the Treaty and that the first obli- 
gation of the League was to see that the conditions of 
the Treaty were carried out.
